Can ex-criminals be employed as deter­ 
rents to crime? A California professor of 
anthropology and sociology has success­ 
fully used ex-convicts with long records of 
criminal offenses as counselors to young 
criminals in prison for the first time. 
The advantage the hardened criminal 
has over the penologist is communica­ 
tion. 
Dr. Lewis Yablonsky, associate visiting 
professor at the University of California, 
Los Angeles, originated the technique at 
Synanon House in Santa Monica. Dr. Yab­ 
lonsky is research director of Synanon, 
which is an experimental self-help clinic 
for drug addicts. The employment of re­ 
habilitated drug users as part of the cure 
has been successful in this unique clinic. 
Prison administrators and psychiatrists 
have frequently voiced frustration at their 


inability to communicate with the inmat­ 
es under their charge. The criminal has an 
almost obsessive distrust and contempt 
for authority. He would rather accept the 
word of a many-time loser than rely on 
the honoi* of his warden. 
It is easy to see how the ex-convict can 
step into this void. He knows the workings 
of the criminal mind and frequently an­ 
ticipates the reaction of the convict to at­ 
tempts at rehabilitation. Most important, 
he is able to earn the respect and confi­ 
dence of the prisoner. 
“Criminal therapy” has now been intro­ 
duced to other institutions, including the 
Federal Terminal Island Prison noar Long 
Beach, Calif. Its technique of reversing 
the customary criminal code to make “be­ 
ing clean” a status symbol has a lot to of­ 
fer prison therapists everywhere.

World Food Problem 


Since yesterday at this time the popula­ 
tion of the world has increased by 150,000. 
This is a net increase of births over deaths. 
By tomorrow at the same time, there will 
be another 150,000. 
This is the biggest news story in the 
world — bigger than space flights, nuclear 
explosions and other events that monopo­ 
lize the headlines. And it happens every 
day. 
For two-thirds of these people there will 
not be enough to eat in the years ahead. 
It is an explosive situation. The world is di­ 
vided by this more sharply than it is by 
ideologies. Many forms of disease and pes­ 
tilence which formerly acted as a check on 
populations have been eliminated bv med­ 
ical science, particularly in Asia. People 
are living longer. 
Now comes another European scientist 


suggesting that the solution to the feeding 
of these ever - increasing millions will be 
found in the oceans of the world—in plank­ 
ton, the tiny organic life on which whales 
exist. 
This is the kind of nonsense which sooth­ 
es apprehensions and 
directs 
attention 
away from a vital problem. Human beings 
are not constructed like whales and can­ 
not exist on the same diet. Nor is the prob­ 
lem of feeding the hungry dependent on 
distribution, the spreading of surplus from 
fortunate nations among the less fortunate. 
If all the world’s food surpluses were 
shared, they would probably not provide 
adequate nourishment for everyone for 
more than one week. 
This is the world’s gravest problem, and 
its most baffling.

“ By attempting to stamp out the 
office grapevine, you destroy m or­ 
ale.” 


Dr Kumata then gave this help­ 
ful hint to executives: Make posi­ 
tive use of the existing grapevine 
by passing on their own ideas to 
“ opinion leaders” within the of­ 
fice. 
The grapevine isn t restricted to 
business firms. It is a character­ 
istic of all social organizations. 
You will find it in every arm y 
fraternal lodge, 
monastery.

As long as people like to 
guess and speculate about possi­ 
bilities, the grapevine will contin 
ne to grow and spread its mixed 
burden of suspicion, hearsay and 
truth.

NEW YORK (AP)—For the first 
tim e in months, Americans as a 
whole don’t have more .spending 
money in their pockets than they 
had four weeks before. 
This steadily increasing person­ 
al income total had been a com­ 
forting mainstay of an economy 
that had faltered a bit in other 
departments. The leveling off in 
spending money may help explain 
why retail sales also dipped un­ 
expectedly. A n d it ties in w i t h 
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failure of employment to rise as 
hoped in many manufacturing in­ 
dustries. 
The Commerce Department re­ 
ports that personal income of in­ 
dividual Americans in September 
didn’t rise above the August level. 
This is the first time in eight 
months it hadn’t risen. In fact, in 
the 19 months since the bottom of 
the last recession personal income 
had climbed each month except 
July 1961 and January 1962, when 
it dipped to the temporary alarm 
of chart watchers 
The September leveling off of 
personal incomes may he lust as 
temporary. And the annual rate of 
$443 billion is still at a record 
high Many economists expect re ­ 
newed increases this month and 
next, along with a pickup in retail 
trade, 
and 
perhaps 
better 
per­ 
formance by some of the basic 
industries. 
None minimizes the importance 
of personal income totals in bol­ 
stering if not boosting, the econ­ 
omy. 
This 
is 
true both 
in 
its 
current performance and in mak 
ing the right climate for future 
growth 
The Septem ber faltering in per 
sonal incomes was laid to a drop 
in

Aspirin For Diabetes 
O. Som e time ago I read altern 
aspirin was beneficial in die- 
betes. JI auld you hare any 
inform ation on this subject? 
A. Doctors have known for some 
time that salicylates (including 
aspirin) tend to lower blood sugar 
in diabetic patients. One case has 
been reported in which large 
doses or aspirin controlled the 
condition after usual 
diabetic 
treatment had failed. However, 
treau’ng diabetes with aspirin it 
not generally recommended. 
Scientists have not yet discovered 
why salicylates lower blood «ugar 
and, in addition, the long-term 
use of aspirin in large dosage can 
produce unwanted and sometimes 
serious side effects.

and ending Dec. 31. 1963 
The USDA also annou nced that 
the m arketing y ear u nder the wool 
pay m ent program is being chang­ 
ed from an April - M arch period 
to a calender y ear basis in line 
with recom m endations from pro­ 
du cers. In making this transition, 
the 1963 m arketing y ear will be a 
9 -month one from April 1 throu gh 
Dec. 31. After 1963, the m arketing 
y ear will be on a 12 month cal­ 
ender y ear basis. 
The incentiv e price for shorn 
wool for the 1963 m arketing y ear 
is the sam e as for the first eight 
y ears of 
the 
program ,

ing y ears. The m ohair price is u p

These pay ments were pro v id­ 
ed by the new farm law. signed 
by President Kennedy o n Sept. 

They supplement the 
marketing quo tas and price sup­ 
po rt* prev io usly in effect fo r the 
19 6 3 wheat cro p. 
The chairm an ex plained that the 
div ersion pay m ents will be sim ilar 
to the pay m ents m ade u nder the 
196? w’heat stabilization program . 
They will be av ailable to growers 
who redu ce their w’heat acreage 
by at least 20 per cent and who 
dev ote the div erted acre* to an 
approv ed conserv ation u se. 
The 
pay m ents will be based on the 
farm ’* established wheat y ield and 
one half the cou nty pnee-su pport 
loan rate. 
In addition, a price su pport pay ­ 
ment of 18 cents a bu shel on the 
norm al 
produ ction 
(established 
y ield) of the 1963 wheat acreage 
will be av ailable to growers who 
participate in the wheat-div orsion 
part of the program .

Wheat diversion and additional 
prioe-support payments are 
new 
features of the 1963 wheat stabili­ 
zation program, according to Gal­ 
en D. Mowery, chairm an of the 
Agricultural 
Stabilization 
a n d 
Conservation 
County 
Committee. 
These payments were provid­ 
ed by the new farm law, signed 
by President Kennedy on Sept. 
27, 
1962. They supplement the 
marketing quotas and price sup­ 
ports previously in effect for tile 
1963 wheat crop. 
Tile chairman explained that the 
diversion payments will he sim ilar 
to the payments made under the 
196? w'heat stabilization program. 
They will be available to growers 
who reduce their wheat acreage 
by at least 20 per rent and who 
devote the diverted acres to an 
approved 
conservation use. 
The 
payments will be based on the 
farm ’s established wheat yield and 
one-half tile county price-support 
loan rate, 
In addition, a price-support pay­ 
ment of 18 cents a bushel on the 
normal 
production 
(established 
yield) of the 1963 wheat acreage 
will be available to growers who 
participate in the wheat-divemdon 
part of the program. Small farm s 
must also be in compliance with 


their farm acreage allotments in 
order to he eligible for price sup­ 
port loans or purchase agreements 
and the 18 cent price-support pay­ 


ment. 
• # • 


PRICE-SUPPORT loans and pur­ 
chase agreements averaging $1.82 
per bushel nationally will be avail­ 
able to g r o w e r s who comply 
with their acreage allotments. This 
part of the wheat program is the 
same as in previous years. 
Mowery pointed out that the re­ 
gular pnce-support is available on 
the 1963-crop wheat which a grow­ 
er produces in compliance with his 
farm allotment 
and

loan or purhase agreement. The 
18-eent 
payment, 
on 
the 
other 
hand, la made to such a grower 
— who is also participating in the 
wheat diversion 
program — on 
the normal yield of the 1963 wheat 
areage, no m atter how much he 
actually produces. 
Chairman Mowery said the no­ 
tices are now being prepared and 
will soon be mailed to farm ers, 
telling them how provisions of the 
program may apply to their farm s.
